The prior arts of record do not teach a chat system and method for delivering a 
chat message in a 3D multi-user environment between a sender and a recipient, 
wherein the 3D multi-user environment maintains respective digital representations of 
the sender and the recipient and wherein a recipient interface receives the message 
from the a sender interface. And, the recipient interface further maps the message to 
generate a textured message and periodically determines the locations of the digital 
representation of the sender and recipient and renders the textured message at 
locations along a path in the 3D multi-user environment, whereby the recipient can 
visually ascertain at least portion of the path of the textured message through the 
recipient viewport.
